REMARKS 



Claims 1-5, 8-10, and 34 axe pending in this application. Claims 6-7, 1 1-27, and 29-30 
were previously cancelled and claims 28 and 31-33 have been cancelled herein. In view of the 
following remarks, Apphcant respectfully requests reconsideration of the claims. 

Applicant notes that item 6 on page 1 of the Office Action indicates that all of the claims 
in the application were rejected whereas page 4 of the OfiBce Action clearly states that claims 1- 
5, 8-10 and 34 are allowed. It is further noted that in the "Detailed Action" portion of the Office 
Action starting at page 2 only claims 28 and 31-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 

Therefore, since the previous Office Action dated December 12, 2006 also indicated that 
claims 1-5, 8-10 and 34 were allowed. Applicant believes that the Examiner intended to only 
reject claims 28 and 31-33 and to allow claims 1-5, 8-10 and 34 in the instant Office Action. 

Therefore, since the rejected claims 28 and 31-33 are cancelled herein all remaining 
claims are now believed to be allowable. 
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In view of the above, Applicant respectfully submits that the application is in condition 
for allowance and requests that the Examiner pass the case to issuance. If the Examiner should 
have any questions.
